Presbyterian  church  was  held  on  Tues¬ 
day  night.  John  Gy  Keyler  presided. 
The  terms  of  JohivMeuser  and  Wm.  H. 
Bittner  as  trustees  baying  expired,  they 
were  re-elected  for  the  three  year  term. 
The  trustees  presented  their  report 
showing  the  receipts  for  the  year  to  be 
$1888.81,  as  follows  : 

Balance  in  treasurery,  Jan.  1,  1985, 
$7.74;  monthly  dues,  $1047.77;  collec¬ 
tions,  $684.90;  8unday  School,  $80  ;  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society,  $25;  sale  of  books,  $22.90; 
total,  91838.31. 

The  disbursement*  were  $1884.52  as 
follows  :  Pastor’s  salary,  $1200;  organ 
ist,  $75  ;  sexton,  $96  ;  fuel  and  light, 
$51.85;  water  tax,  $8.25;  missionary 
fund,  $196.81;  printing,  insurance  ana 
repairs,  $109.60;  paid  off  on  mortgage 
on  parsonage,  $100  ;  balance  on  Jan.  f, 
1896.  $3  79;  total.  $1888.31. 

The  church  building  fund  was  in¬ 
creased  $392  64  during  the  year,  making 
a  total  of  $2400.22  for  this  purpose. 
Considerable  repairs  and  improvements 
were  completed  at  the  parsonage, 
amounting  to  $894.83  of  which  $100  was 
paid  off.  The  Sunday  School  treasurer 
lias  a  balance  of  $17.75.  The  Young 
People's  Society  a  balance  of  $12.80;  and 
the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 
$6.68.  For  mission  work  $893.07  was 
collected  and  disbursed. 

Trustee  Charles  L.  Seibert  brought  up 
the  question  of  a  new  churoh,  which 
created  considerable  discussion.  He 
said  the  Sunday  School  room  was  not  in 
condition  for  the  teachers  and  scholars. 
The  church  was  too  small  for  the  con¬ 
gregation  and  provisions  should  be  made 
at  once  for  the  increasing  membership. 
Trustees,  Theodore  Mix,  Henry  Meuser 
and  Geo.  W.  Fornoff,  Sr.,  also  spokl  in 
favor  of  building  a  new  chureh.  There 
was  some  opposition  to  the  project  from 
Jacob  Fornoff  and  Henry  Bickler,  who 
were  of  the  opinion  that  the  present 
edifice  was  large  enough  to  accommo¬ 
date  tiie  Germans  of  this  vicinity.  A 
committee  of  five,  consisting  of  Charles 
L.  Seibert,  Martin  Hummel,  Theo.  Mix, 
Henry  Meuser  and  the  pastor,  Rev.  H. 
W.  Seibert,  were  appointed  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  securing  plans  for  a* 
new  church.
